Msgr. Ligutti 
Makes Plea For 
Decentralization

Lafayette, Ind.—Msgr. L. G. 
Ligutti, executive secretary, Na- 
tional Catholic Rural Life Confer- 
ence, in a highlight address before 
the 17th annual rural leadership 
school at Purdue University, warn- 
ed a group of 61 rural leaders of 
the state that “decentralization of 
population from the congested in- 
dustrial areas must come about if 
the coming generations of Amer- 
ican families are to have space, 
light and fresh air in which to 
live and enjoy wholesome life.” 


The Catholic rural leader urged 
that while consumers of indus- 
trial products are praising the qual- 
ity of merchandise they should at 
the same time consider the living 
conditions of the workers who 
produce the material things. He 
cited the low standards of living, 
both in highly industralized areas 
as well as the areas in which great 
quantities of fruit, cotton and cof- 
fee are produced. 


“Agriculture is not successful in 
a community merely if a lot of 
money is being made while the 
churches and sehools are neglected,” 
he said. “Where the rural church 
is abandoned and used for grain 
storage it is nothing of which to 
be proud.”

Polish-American Group Tells 
Truman It Cannot Consider 
New Warsaw Regime As Legal 


New York, July 9.—(NC)—In a statement which char- 
acterizes America’s foreign policy in the Polish question as 
one of “ever more accentuated appeasement,” the Coordinat- 
ing Committee of American Polish Association in the East 
informs President Harry S. Truman that the Association will 
never consider the newly-formed Polish Provisional Govern- 


iil 


ment “as the legal and true rep-‘ 


resentative of the Polish people.” 

(This declaration is contained in 
a telegram sent to President Tru- 
man following a meeting here of 
the board of directors and board of 
trustees of the Committee. The 
message and the meeting preceded 
the official announcement in Wash- 
ington and London that the Amer- 
ican and British Governments have 
formally recognized the new Polish 
Provisional Government as recent- 
ly organized in Moscow.) 


The message to the President 
states that the Coordinating Com- 
mittee will consider the new Polish 
government “as nothing else but 
an instrument to introduce com- 
munism in Poland” and that the 
organization rejects any responsi- 
bility for the activities the agents 
of the new government may carry 
on in this country. 


“We shall continue to recognize 
as the sole legal representative of 
the Polish nation and of the Po- 
lish people,” the message says, 
“the President of the Polish Re- 
public residing temporarily during 
the Soviet occupation of Poland 
in London.” 


The Association says it regards 
“the constitutional Polish Govern- 
ment residing temporarily ... in 
London” as “the sole legal govern- 
ment for Poland,” and observes that 
this body’s representatives “were 
neither accepted to act in Poland 
nor to join the decisions in the 
Polish problems.” 

Reviewing its stand in the Po- 
lish question since 1941, the Co- 
ordinating Committee asserts that 
“from the very day when Russia 
came out with territorial demands 
on Poland, contrary to the prin- 
ciples of the Atlantic Charter” un- 
til this day, when a government 
“fully subservient to Russia” is 
recognized as the government of 
Poland, “we witnessed a steady in- 
crease in our government’s conces- 
sions to Russia.” “As a result of 
this policy,” the Association says, 
“all moral principles in this war, 
which according to President Roos- 
evelt’s assurances were first of all 
binding for America, disappeared. 
As a consequence of this, not only 
Poland but the whole of Europe 
was partitioned.” 

“The Curzon Line has been shift- 
ed to the heart of Europe,” the 
message to President Truman as- 
serts. A line running from Trieste 


in the south to Luebeck in ad 


north, the statement says, divides 
“Europe into two worlds” with “160 
million Europeans surrendered to 
Soviet influence and communistic 
indoctrination.” 
“This new line dividing Europe 
into two spheres of influence is 
“the initial step preparing the 
round for the communization of 
urope,” the statement continues. 
“This situation finds its origin in 
our abandonment of the moral war 
aims contained in the Atlantic 
Charter and their disregard in the 
case of Poland, our first ally in 
this war,” the message declares. 
“It presents a grave danger not 
only to the whole of Europe but to 
the United States as well.”

The rainy season is just start- 
ing out here. So far, it has a 
pretty good start. They say it 
gets worse and worse as the time 
goes on until after September. 
There is always a breeze in the 
shade, and the evenings get quite 
cool. The different “Control” units 
have eliminated most of the mos- 
quito plague and, surprisingly 
enough, the flies are not too nu- 
merous or bothersome. So, things 
could always be worse. All will 
agree that the worse conditions 
would be far better in the USA: 
than the better conditions out here. 


It is a shame this Island is not 
at peace with the rest of the world. 
There is real beauty here. The 
cliffs still bear the marks of the 
terrific shelling this island took 
from our guns and those of the 
In fact, it was just a year 
ago yesterday that the invasion of 
this island took place. The USA 
has come a long way since then. 
All along the way over here one 
is impressed with the tremendous 
job on hand keeping up the supply 
lines. * One has to see it to realize 
just what it is. 


Lost a day coming out here. It 
still confuses me to have to turn 
my watch back every day on the 
way out and then—all of a sudden 
—you skip ahead one full day. 
They tell me we are closer to our 
Eastern Coast here than we are 
to our Western Coast. That suits 
me, Indiana is closer to the East- 
ern Coast than to, the Western. 
On the way out, the paper pub- 
lished aboard the ship carried an 
article stating that some man back 
in Massachusetts was enlightened 
by a dream that the war with 
Japan would end at 6:22 on the 
morning of Sept. lith, 1945. This 
same man predicted the end of the 
war with Germany to the day, 
hour and minute. He also predict- 
ed the death of a big statesman 
before that date. Now, with this 
new prediction, he says two more 
big statesmen will die before the 
llth of September. It will be in- 
teresting to watch that date and 
hour. There are quite a few mil- 
lion men out this way who would 
relish the news of the end of the 
war—any day, any hour. 

Having been on this Cook’s Tour 


past month or so, I will not have 
much of a report to send in for 
the months of May and June. But, 
I imagine I will have quite a bit 
of business once I get started on 
the regular routine around here. 
I will depend on. the Sunday Visitor 
catching up with me soon to keep 
me informed of the doings in the 
Diocese.

Says Leaders Were 
Made To Testify . 
Against The Truth 


London, July 16 (NC)—Persons 
outside Russia seem unable to 
understand by what grim alchemy 
Soviet authorities can transform 
prisoners on trial into craven be- 
ings even betraying the cause the 
have been prepared to serve wit 
their lives and confessing eagerly 
to crimes alien to their natures. 
That apparently is the case with 
the 16 Polish leaders who have 
been tried in Moscow. 


One thing those who know them 

st are prepared to swear, how- 
ever, is that they are innocent, 
despite their “confessions.” 


One of the heroes of the Warsaw 
rising, Captain Novak, who set up 
and ran the Warsaw radio station 
throughout the 63 days’ battle and 
who knows intimately most of the 
16, told a Catholic Times reporter 
in London: .“They were men of 
very strong wills and characters 
and fanatically devoted to the 
cause of Poland. I simply cannot 
understand the testimony they gave 
at the trial—for they testified 
against the truth, absolutely 
against the truth.” He added: “Of 
one thing I'am sure, they were 


not speaking with their own 
voices.” 
Asked whether he had any 


knowledge of what had caused 
them. to proclaim their guilt, he 
replied he had none, but he refer- 
red to what had happened in the 
trials of the Vickers engineers, of 
the Russian generals during 
Stalin’s army purge, of Communist 
leaders, and finally of the German 
generals. 


“Why is it,” he asked, “that this 
fantastic thing happens only in 
Russia? In what other country 
in the world will you get men act- 
ing against the natural instinct of 
self-preservation by pleading their 
guilt?” 

Asked whether the documents 
incriminating the Polish Govern- 
ment. in London and which were 
quoted in the trial were authentic, 
he replied: “They simply did not 
exist.” He described as absurd 
allegations that the Polish Home 
Army had taken hostile action 
against the Red Army, as the 16 
were charged in the trial.

"Released" And “Dismissed” Time For Religious 
Instruction Opposed By Freethinkers 


The Religious News Service, in its issue of June 27, 1945, explains the difference be- 


tween “released” time and “dismissed” time.The former, 


which 


has been in vogue in 


most places, provides that “children be released’ from classes for a specific number of hours 


each week to attend a religious school of their parents’ choice.” 


The latter provides: that 


public schools “dismiss” all children one afternoon during the week for whatever activity 


their parents favor. 


Jewish groups have favored “dismissed” time, because under that plan “parents not 
interested in religion could use the period for music or some other enterprise, or could leave 


their children free for recreation.” 
religious differences and encourages prejudices.” 


They believe that the “released” time plan “stresses 


Under “released time” children of more than one thousand communities, in various 
states, have had the privilege of receiving religious instruction with the written approval 
of their parents which should, of course, make it “legal,” because the “schools take the place 


of parents.” 


According to a Supreme Court decision, parents not only have rights prior 


to the State over their children, but may send them to any school, private or public, accord- 


ing to their choice. 


Source Of Strongest Opposition 


Today the American Association of Freethinkers and the American Civil Liberties 
Union are openly opposing the instruction of children on school property, as well as through 
“released time,” in nearby Catholic and Protestant churches and Jewish synagogues. 

| Joseph Lewis, President of the American Association of Freethinkers, according to 
the Religious News Service, issue of June 19, 1945, calls the instruction of children during 
school hours under either released or dismissed time “religious interference in education 
and government.” This organization has been active for more than fifteen years in combating 
the “encroachment of these classes on public school time, and the transportation of parochial 
school children in public school buses, and against other activities in which it is felt that 


religion interferes with free institutions.”

her. But [I’m sure that you, like 
most of us, have always been par- 
tial to Mary Magdalen. And not 
without good reasons. 


In the first place, we have so 
much in common with her. We’re 
all sinners. Some of us are more 
obvious about it than others, but 
that makes no difference in our 
personal sense of guilt. So we’re 
consoled to know that the Magda- 
len was a notoriously wicked wo- 
man. The fact is, we- get so 
worked up about her sinfulness, 
that we forget all about her saint- 
liness, 


The thing that makes Mary 
Magdalen great is that she had 
the noblest kind of courage— 
the courage to respond to grace, 
courage born of love. Look at 
that scene in Simon’s house. She 
came into the midst of strang- 


ers, threw herself at the feet of 


an important Guest, and began 
to serve Him. She gave no sec- 
ond thought to what the others 
present would think about her 
actions. She didn’t care. She 
had no room in herself for hu- 
man respect; there was only 
room for penitence and love. 

Simon was. self-righteously 
shocked at the whole affair. Here 
was a low woman of the streets 
making a wild display of emotions 
before his household. The only 
One who remained calmly self-nos- 
sessed was Christ Himself, who 
mercifully accepted her devoted 
attention. He defended her in the 
face of the Pharisee by saying, 
“Because she has loved much many 
Sins are forgiven her.” 

If Simon had not been com- 
pletely blind,. he should have 
seen that the courage of Mary 
was a reflection of the unwaver- 
ing strength of Christ.

Exclusive of Austria, and that 
part of Germany which Russia oc- 
cypies, the Soviet influence extends 
over Bulgaria, Czecho-Slovakia, Es- 
tonia, Lithuania, Latvia, Poland, 
Romania, Jugo-Slavia, Hungary 
and Finland, which, in the aggre- 
gate, occupy 650,024 square miles. 


CIP correspondent points out 
that this territory comprises about 
15% of all Europe, or the equiva- 
lent of the combined areas of Great 
Britain, Germany, Ffance and 
Italy.

Prime Minister Zdenek Fielinger, 
of Czecho-Slovakia, in an article 
written for the Malda Fronta de- 
clared definitely that the Czech 
system will be re-organized accord- 
ing to Soviet patterns, and . that 
Russian will be the only obligatory 
foreign language taught in Czech 
schools. 

In Bulgaria the Educational 
Council has already decided to re- 
organize Bulgarian teaching in 
line with Soviet doctrine. The 
Russian language will become the 
basic language in all Bulgarian 
schools, and other languages, as 
well as the classics and religion, 
will be barred. 


If such teaching is already in 
force in Czecho-Slovakia and Bul- 
garia, why would it not be con- 
templated for Germany? 

The Finnish Minister of Educa- 
tion, Dr. Johann Hilo, is a Com- 
munist, and recently a delegation 
of Freethinkers waited on him to 
demand the abolition of religious 
instruction in the schools, and of 
the privileged condition of the Lu- 
theran State Church, to which 
96% of the population belong. 


Minister Hilo assured the Free- 
thinkers that there would be sep- 
aration of Church and State and 
that “in all cultural matters in- 
timate cooperation with the Soviet 
Union is the most urgent require- 
ment.” He also said that “react- 
ionary books must be replaced by 
books corresponding to the new 
political lines.”

PY wusband and wife become 
“two in one flesh,” if they are ex- 
ted to work together in every- 
thing else, to be “of one mind and 
one heart,” then surely they should 
to know bpetieny and serve 
ike, and act as one in rear- 
eee children in the knowledge 
and love of God. 
In five passages of the New Tes- 
tament, it is made very clear that 
marriage is indissoluble except by 
death, and along with the other re- 
quirements mentioned above, the 
Chureh exacts of the non-Catholic 
the acceptance of the indissolubil- 


Today many marriages between 
non-Catholics seem to be “trial” 
marriages; at least they feel that 
if the first marriage they enter 
does not prove to be happy, they 
ean be separated and marry again, 
in violation of Christ’s clear pro- 
hibition of remarriage after di- 
yorce. 

The Catholic who marries fully 
understands that he (she) is being 
married for life and it would be a 
very unfair bargain if the non- 
Catholic were not equally convinc- 
ed in conscience that it must be 
such. 

No Charge Made For 
Any Sacrament 

The chaplain, without warrant, 
charges that those married by a 
Catholic priest “must pay $25.00 
for this Sacrament.” The Church 
officially teaches that no charge 
may be made for any Sacrament. 
What is offered is a free-will offer- 
ing, although it is customary for 
people who are married in the 
churches to make an offering for a 
High Mass, and to pay for the 
services of the organist and choir. 
T.2 usual offering for all this is 
only $10.00. The customary offer- 
ing for a mixed marriage which is 
outside of Mass is $5.00, although 
that payment is not compulsory. 

The chaplain further writes: 

“Personally, I believe that Bap- 
tists should stand firm on their 
rights, I think every pastor should 
write all of his men in the service 
& warning as to this subtle en- 
croachment upon the freedom-lov- 
ing people of America. Churches 
should immediately educate all of 
their people, especially the younger 
men who are being drafted into 
ne Service, with reference to this 
evil, 

The Catholie policy is not an 
evil, and the Catholic Church would 
not object if Baptists discouraged 
ag people from marrying Catho- 

es, 


The chaplain closes his letter 
with the ridiculous observation: 
Thus the drive for a controlled 
population and a state religion is 
underway.”

Cardinal Hiond 


Is Returning 
To Poland 


Stresses Non-Political 
Character Of Return 
From 6 Years’ Exile 


Vatican City, July 16 —(NC)— 
His Eminence August Cardinal 
Hiond, Archbishop of Gniezno and 
Poznan and Primate of Poland, 
will leave Rome for his home 
country next Wednesday _ the 
hove that his person and his dig- 
nity will be duly respected. 

In a message addressed to Poles 
abroad prior to his departure, Car- 
dinal Hlond stresses the strictly 
non-political character of his 
journey, which should not be con- 
strued as indicating support of 
anv regime but as the decision 
of a loval shepherd who is rejvin- 
ing his flock. 

“T shared the fate of exiled 
Poles,” the Cardinal’s message 
said, “because the German occu- 
pants barred my return to my 
country. Now that my return is 
feasible 1 return without hesita- 
tion to my Polish Archdiocese. 

“Tt is not only my canonical duty 
to reside at my Primatial See, but 
very serious and urgent tasks call 
me back to the old land of Poland 
where church life has_ suffered 
tremendous devastations at the 
hand of the nazi invader. 

“No political issues are involved: 
I am going back bent on purely 
religious and ecclesiastical labors. 
After a painful separation I want 
to go back once more as a shep- 
herd among his flock in order to 
help it and to heal the wounds in- 
flicted on the Polish Church by 
the recent turmoil. 

“T am grateful to God, Who pre- 
served me through dark days of 
exile, to live until this long and 
anxiously awaited day: I want to 
show my gratitude for the proterc- 
tion Providence has afforded me by 
loving with an even deeper love 
our people, and by offering to 
serve them with even stricter ad- 
herence to their spirit and moral 
qualities.” 


The return of Cardinal Hlond to 
his home land ends an exile that 
lasted almost six years. His see 
city, Poznan (Posen), in western 
Poland was one of the first objec- 
tives of the nazi armies invading 
Poland in September 1939. The 
Cardinal left Poznan under enemy 
fire, went to Warsaw, the Capital, 
where he pontifieated at Mass for 
the desperately fighting Polish ar- 
mies, and traveled further ecast- 
ward along a road that was con- 
tinually strafed by nazi fighter 
planes. 

Finally he crossed into Rumania 
and from there went to Rome via 
Jugoslavia. He arrived at the 
Eternal City in October 1939 where

Archbishop Cicognani, in a let- 
ter to Father Lilly, expressed his 
“deep satisfaction” over the in- 
tention of the Catholic Biblical As- 
sociation “to bring general at- 
tention to the new (Latin) version 
and to the reasons which moti- 
vated His Holiness Pope Pius XII 
in promoting it.” He also pointed 
to the “significant fact” that the 
Holy Father “has already author- 
ized priests and others bound to 
the recitation of the Breviary to 
use the new text if they wish, and 
that, to this end, the Vatican Press 
is preparing to print an editfon of 
the ‘Common of the Saints’ em- 
ploying the new version of the 
Psalms.” 

“Priests will indeed be happy and 
grateful,” Archbishop Cicognani 
writes, “to discover the clarity and 
simplicity of the new version and 
will be further attracted towards its 
use by the deeper understanding 
to be afforded by the explanations 
of the learned. They will be pleased 
to have a version which has been 
made, as this one is, from the 
original Hebrew text in accordance 
with the most sound norms of 
scientific textual criticism and aft- 
ter comparative study of the Vul- 
gate translation and other versions. 
The new work is noteworthy like- 
wise in that it adheres strictly to 
the norms and usages of the liturgy 
and to the style that is both tra- 
ditional and proper to the Church.” 

Archbishop Cicognani explains 
that “the need of making the 
Psalms more intelligible and one’s 
agp more attentive and devout 
as long been felt” and that a 
new translation became necessary 
—“one that by the use of a sim- 
ple Latin style would remove cer- 
tain obscurities in -not a few ex- 
pressions and phrases of the old 
Version.”

War's End In Europe 
Hasn't Brought Peace 
Swiss Bishops Declare 


Basel, Switzerland, July 14 — 
(NC)—"Despite the European arm- 
istice, peace is not yet with us,” 
declared a joint pastoral issued by 
the Hierarchy of Switzerland, who 
met at the Ejinsiedeln Monastary 
under the chairmanship of the 
Most Rev. Victor Bieler, Bishop of 
Sitten. 

The meeting was called to offer 
thanks “‘to God and the Blessed 
Virgin that our country was pro- 
tected from war.” 


The pastoral declared that for- 
ces promoting class warfare “still 
go on with hands joined to spread 
hatred, discord; to commit injus- 
tices and to attack Christianity and 
the Church.” These forces, the 
pastoral declared, use the same 
methods which were employed by 
“the nazi regime. 


In view of. these conditions, the 
Swiss Hferarchy exhorted the faith- 
full to remain “‘unpolluted from the 
spirit of hatred and rather to con- 
tribute understanding and reconci- 
liation among all classes of peo- 
ples in true Christian charity.”

“For Geccan conduct in rescu- 
ing a fellow officer when the 
plane on which he was a pas- 
senger crashed enroute to Corpus 
Christi, Texas, on January 20, 
1945. Thrown clear of the wreck- 
age following the impact, Lieut- 
enant, Junior Grade, Disser re- 
gained consciousness to find that 
the plane was ablaze and, despite 
his weakened condition due to 
severe injuries received in the 
crash, immediately made his way 


_to the burning area to search for 


other survivors. Finding the door 
jammed, he obtained. access to 
the inside through the naviga- 
tion hatch and pulled an uncon- 
scious, severely burned fellow 
officer from the wreckage, sus- 
taining burns himself while per- 
forming his hazardous task. Lo- 
cating the pilot and co-pilot and 
finding both mortally injured, he 
wrapped the surviving officer in 
blankets and parachutes and 
throughout the night, adminis- 
tered aid and cared for his com- 
panion. After the-heavy fog lift- 
ed at daybreak, he proceeded to 
the nearest habitation to secure 
help and, making a complete re- 
port and obtaining medical as- 
sistance, returned to the scene. 
By his fearless initiative, and 
self-sacrificing efforts on behalf 
of another, Lieutenant, Junior 
Grade, Disser contributed to the 
saving of a life and upheld the 
highest traditions of the United 
States Naval Service.”—For the 
President, signed, James Forres- 
stal, Seeretarv of the Navy.
